CHEERING PROSPECTS. 

San Francisco, Ual., Sept. 2.—There is reason 
to believe that the Directors of the Bank of Cal- 
ifornia are endeavoring to effect arrangements 
with the Oriental Bank, of London, lookiag to 
assistance from that quarter in the contemplat- 


yet. 

It is believed that the Stock Boards will open 
next week. 

Ali the clerks of the Bank of California were 
discharged yesterday. 

Signs are that money will soon be easier. In 
addition to the disbursements by the United 
States Treasury, the Mint will be ready to issue 
about $2,000,000 in a few days. 

Prospects are brightening, and the feeling is 
buoyant. 

The Merchants’ Exchange Bavk opened its 
doors at the usual hour. The National Gold 


Bank and Trust Company report an improve- 
mont in the outlook for resumption, and the of- 
ficers are evidently in good spirits. 

UNFOUNDED. 

The report of a called meeting of the stock- 
holders of the Bank of California proves to be 
unfounded. The Directors and friends of the 
bank are still at work trying to arrange matters, 
aod there is a strong feeling among well-inform- 
ed financiers that arrangements will be made to 
secure depositors against any loss, whether re- 
sumption takes place or not. 

WILL RESUME. 

D. O. Mills authorizes the statement that 
capitalists interested in the Bank of California 
will obtain transfers of stock from holders; re- 
lieving the boiders from liability and guarantee- 
ing them against loss, and will subscribe funds 
to place the bank in a condition to pay all de- 
mands and put it on a sound basis. Should any 
surplus arise in the settlement it will be credited 
pro rata to the stockholders. The arrangement 
will go into effect in a few days. 

BUSINESS IMPROVING. 

The recent authoritative assurance of the 
speedy reopening of the Bank of California has 
an excelleat effect on the business prospects. 
The Executive Committee of the Board of 
Brokers to-day appointed a business meeting of 
the Board for to-morrow, to consult on the res 
sumption of business. Great feeling of coni- 
dence prevails. 

DISTRIBUTING THE GOLD. 

Director Linderman, of the United States 
Mint, has transferred $500,000 of the Mint 
funds to the credit of the Sub-Treasurer, who 
has placed the same for the benefit of the banks. 
They have placed a similar amount to the credit 
of the Government in New York. Of the $500,000 
paid out to-day, the Anglo-Californian Bank 

ets €500,000, the Merchants’ Exchange Bank 
4200. 000, the London & San Francisco Bank, for 
Bank in Portland, $59,000. 

There is still over $1,000,000 in coin in the bull- 
ion fund of the Mint subject to the draft of the 
Superintendent for the purchase of bullion. 
Most of this amount will soon find its way into 
the market through sales of bullion to the Mint. 

There was a very active demand for money at 
all the banks to-day, but up te the hour for 
closing the supply was equal to the demand. 
Depositors were transacting the usual business. 

NEW YORK ADVICES. 

New York, Sept. 2.—The Herald this morning 
bas u dispatch from San Fraucisco, which states: 
The Investigating Committee of the Bank of 
California are slowly reaching a better condition 
of thiogs than the Directors had any hopes of. 
Within the last twenty-four hours they have dis- 
covered a round million more of assets. Two 
newspapers here, for itical purposes, it is 
charged, unite in declaring that the bank will 
never resume, and there is pothiug more morally 
certain than that the bank will reopen at the 
earliest moment at which they can perfect the 
new machivery—probably next week. Iam in- 
formed by the best aathority that the bank is 
perfectly solvent, and that, on opening, they will 
meet all their obligations abroad as well as at 
home.” 

An order of publication has been nted in 
the suit of Drexel, Morgan & Co. vs. The Bank 
of California, to recover $25,000 in gold, on affi- 
davits that the defendant is a foreign corpora- 
tion, whose President is dead, whose Cashier 
lives in San Francisco, and which has no officer 
in this State on whom service could be made. 
The suit is on circular notes.

RALSTON’S DEATH. 
ANTE-MORTEM PREPARATION, 
San Francisco Chronicle, Aug. . 
Yesterday Mr. Ralston transferred all his prop- 

erty to Senator William Sharon for the benefit

WHILE SEATED THERE IN A DEJECTED ATTITUDE, 
with his head bent forward, James R. Keene, 
the weaithy broker, entered. He came up to 
Mr. Ralston, touched him on the shoulder, and 
said pleasantly: ‘‘ When we get the affairs of 
the baok straightened up I am going to get to- 
gether a capital equal to that which it has been 
swinging, and we'll start another.“ To this bit 
of kind-hearted facetiousness Mr, Ralston sim- 
ply replied: *‘ I shall never be engaged in an- 
otber banking enterprise.” Matters dragged on 
hatlessly in the bank until 3 o'clock, when Mr. 
Ralston left the building, and was not thereafter 
seen alive by any of his friends. 

THE HERALD OF THE TRAGEDY. 

About 4 o’clock a man with flushed face and 
wild-looking eyes, and without a coat, rushed 
frantically into the office of fhe Coroner and in- 
formed the Deputy that William C. Ralston had 
drowned himeelf at North Beach. The listeners, 
who numbered among them à reporter of the 
Chronicle, were inclined to treat the ann 


| ment as a matter of idle rumor, and those who 


were acquainted with the personal appearance of 
the banker questioned bim closely and with 
eagertiess respecting the personal appearance of 
the drowned man, expecting with a degree of 
pleasure tbat his description would not be aceu- 
rate, and that it might be some other unfortu- 
nate person who had met his death sadly and 
fearlessly. The man pouted and was inclined to 
be mad with bie incredulous hearers. ‘“ Do you 
think I don't know Ralston?” said he. Why, 
he's been to my bath-housh many atime; I 
think I ought to know him.“ He then described 
the characteristic features of the great banker, 
particularizing as the most distinguishing the 
closely-cut sand beard. ä 

But a moment had elapsed after the receipt of 
the intelligence before the Chronicle reporter 
was speedivg along Montgomery avenue in the 
direction of North Beach. At Chestnut street, 
where Montgomery avenue is terminated by an 
abrupt and precipitous declivity over the bay, 
the reporter paused and looked down at the 
scene on the little curve of beach. Just at the 
edge of the lapping water the last raysof the 
sun shed their light ppon a small group of men 
and ragged urchins who formed acircle about 
the extended form of a man on the sand. 

THE EFFORTS AT RESUSCITATION. 

The reporter hurried down the dangerous path, 
and in a few minutes reached the circle. A sin- 
gle glance at the face of the insensible man suf- 
flood to reveal the well-known features of W. C. 
Ralston. The body was naked except for a 
small strip of cloth around the waist, which serves 
as a bathing-sait. The face was of a livid hue, 
and the body cold andlimp. I here was not the 
slightest evidence of the presence of life, but 
nevertheless four or five men worked bard and 
unceasingly ia their endeavors to revivify the 
pulseless frame. Mr. Clark, the engineer, who 
recovered the bodv, and a young boatman were 
chafing the feet and legs with potato sacks, and 
Mr. Giamboni, of Campi's restaurant, and a 
waiter at the same place, were rubbing the hands 
aud workiog the arms up aud down, endeavoring 
to inflate the lungs. A young man named Oscar 
Meyseil breathed into the mouth at regular in- 
tervais, while Dr. Newmark, who had been sum- 
moned, expelled the air by pressing on the 
abdomen. The process was continued for an 
hour, with occasions! intervals, when the phy- 
sician would bare his head and apply his ear to 
the breast of the prostrate man to listen tor a 
heart-throb. On each occasion he would lift his 
head with a mournful shake expressive of his ill 
success. 

THE GATHERING OF SORROWING FRIENDS. 

Duriug these earuest endeavors the little circle 
bad grown wider, aud prominent persons and 
well-known friends of banker begsa to ar- 
rive in hacks and buggies, and the streets lead- 
ing toward North Beach were lined with hurry- 
ing people who had heard the startling news 
and were anxious to cateh a glimpse of the 
body. The first hack which toiled up the hill 
contained Capt. Lees and Officer Dunlevy. The 
Captain, who was a bosomfriendof the de- 
ceased, knelt by the body, and was so overcome 
that the tears filled bis eyes. He clasped a 
haud and energetically assisted in the incessant, 
but, unfortuvately, useless chafing. Soon 
after Col. J. D., Fry, father-in-law of Mr. Rai- 
ston, arrived, greatly affected. These gentle- 
men were quickly followed by large numbers of 
brokers and business men, friends of the de- 
ceased, who gathered around and kept a silent, 
mournful watch over the lifeless body of their 
friend. Amoag the numbers were D. O. Mills, 
ex-President of the Bank of California; Col. 
Barnes, the well-known lawyer; W. C. Budd, 
the broker; 8. M. Wilson, attorney for the Bank 
of California ; James R. Keene, ex-Presidents of 
the bg Board; M. Cahill, broker, and many 
others. 

DEAD. 

Among the first to arrive on the ground was 
Mayor Otis aud his clerk, Mr. Cragin. Dr. Max- 
well, for whom Capt. Lees bad dispatched a 
messenger, soon after arrived at the beach and 
pronounced that Mr. Kalston was dead. The 
Deputy Coroner, who bad arrived with the 
Morgue wagon, superintended the removal of 
the body into a coffin and theuce to the wagon. 

SEEKING INFORMATION. 

In the gathering of information of the affair 
at the beach the reporters were beset by a host 
of ragged urchins who were desirous of impart- 
ing all gg bony of the proceedings of the de- 
ceased. ey eagetly led the way along the 
shore to a point in the vicinity of the smelting- 
works, where a small shelf of hard clay reared 
itself from the waste of white sand. Here.“ 
spoke up a little urchin, who ran hastily forward 
to the shelf, and illustrated bis explanation by 
sitting upon the shelfand dangling his short 
legs, Here's wheres the man sat down before 
he went to the bathhouse, an’ I saw him tear 
up a little book and throw the pieces into the 
water, didn’t we Jim?” 

THE TORN BOOK. 

“Jim,” who was thus appealed to, confirmed 
the assurances of hö companion, adding that it 
was a grocery book with a yellow cover.” 
little fellows then stated that the man got up 
and walked around jo the rear of the emelting- 
works to the Neptuny bath-house, maintained by 
Clarence Richards. A little further along the 
beach, in the crevices between the rocks, and in 
the shadow of the smelting-works, the reporter 
found a number of @raps of yellow cover and a 
few stray pieces of paper. One of the pieces 
contained the followhg words and letters: No. 
7. My dear sister, om au—” written in a scrawl- 
ing hand, which wa su nently determined 
not to resemble thatof Mr. ton in any de- 
gree whatever. A fiw moments afterward Capt. 
Lees accompanied the reporter to 0 

THE NEPQUNE BATH-HOUSE, 
on the beach near the Black Point Woolen Mills, 
for the purpose d securing Mr. Ralston's 
clothes, which had been secreted by the bath- 
house keeper. On srriving at the bath-house 
they were ushered y Mr. Richards into a small 
room, which was apjarently used by the family 
of the keeper as» stting-room. The ceiling of 


the room was lattice] with lines of rope, from. 


which suspended toveis used by the bathers. 
The walls were hung with lith and amal! 
exaggerated represeitations of sea life and its 
manifold dangers. The keeper of the house, 
ho had been the firt to waft the sorrowful tid- 
ings into the city, wis laboring under the most 
iutense excitement, md his bared forehead and

He'd never left 
bis clothes with me before, and I took good care 
ofthem. Then 1 saw him swim beyond 
that pile out there. He was a splendid ewim- 
mer, and every time he came here be used to 
swim as far out as that. For that reason, you 
see, I wasn’t anxious about him, and dida't no- 
tice bim any more. in a few minutes afterward 
& man, whose name I have since learned is Mr. 
Giamboni, came running up to the house and 
said: Mister, that man who went ina few 
moments ago swimming—we can’t see him! 
That alarmed me, andI went out on the beach 
and looked all around the water, but couldn't see 
him. Some one said that he had gone on down 
past the smelting works. I said to myself: 
That's bad; he never used to do that,’ and I 
burried up and got my boat out and rowed down 
by the smelting works. 

DISCOVERING THE BODY. 

There were men lookiug off the wharf of 
the works, and I saw, away down by Meiggs’ 
wharf, Clark, the engineer of the Bullion, tne 
steamer belonging to the works. He was in a 
small boat, and was just drawing Mr. Ralston 
out of the water into the boat. Clark was all 
alone, but after some trouble he snoceeded in 
getting him into the boat. He rowed to the little 
cove where he is lying now. I thought that he 
was dead, and I rowed on to Meiggn’ wharf, where I 
tied my boat fast, jumped ashore, and ran as 
fast as I could to the City-Hall. I dont know 
what caused his death except that he caught a 
cramp while in swimming.” 

Shortly after the keeper had concluded his 
story, the messenger, attemded by Col. Fry, en- 
tered the house. Capt. Lees introduced the 
Colonel to the keeper as a relative. The keeper 
thereupon expressed his willingness to 

GIVE HIM THE CLOTHES. 
And Capt. Lees and the keeper repaired to the 
upper story of the house where the latter had 
concealed the articles. The Colonel, who was 
greatly affected, remained below. A reporter 
asked him what he thought of the affair. He 
said that it was very sad indeed ; but that it was 
unquestionably an accidental death. He added 
that he was aware of the fact that Mr. Ralston 
frequently visited the bath-house for the pur- 
pose of — baths. Finding that the Captain 
aud the bath-house proprietor remained above a 
long time, the Colonel mounted the stairs also. 
While the party were awaiting the reappearance 
of the trio from above, one of the reporters ex- 
hibited a bottie filied with 
A DARK LIQUID 

which had been given to him by some lad out- 
side. The lad found it in the vicinity of the 
bath-house. When the bottle was uacorked 
a cough-mixture flavor of sarsaparilla was 
exhaled. The keeper of the  bath-house 
subsequently identified it as a bottle that 
had been in the yard for several days. 
The urchin who found it was imbued 
with the idea that it was poison, and dutifully 
commupicated it to a few of his companions, 
who ih their turn related it to others slightly 
exaggerated, until the town was excited over the 
announcement that Mr. Ralston had swallowed 
poison before going in swim ‘ 

When the Captain and Col. returned to 
the room they had the clothes ed in an old 
valise which they found uo-stairs. The reporter 
eagerly questioned the Captain as to whether 
there were any

disclosing any information whatever, and the 
Captain stolidly replied, Not a thing.” 

Well, what were in the pockets, Captain? 
asked one of them. 

“There were only a bunch of keys, a few dol- 
lars, and a statement of the bank affairs, which 
Col. Fry has, but there was nothing about this 
affair at ail.” 

The party then left the house, Capt. Lees and 
Col. Fry going over the hill to the residence of 
the latter at No. 1812 Jackson street. The re- 
porters strolled along the beach to the smelting 
works where the story of the discovery of the 
body floating by was obtained. 

THE FIRST SIGHT OF THE BODY. 

Shortly before the hour of 4 the men were at 
work as usual when a one-armed mao employed 
on the wharf, called them out and said. Hello, 
there’sa dead man floating along.” The men 
rushed to the edge of the wharf, and, looking 
over, perceived the body of the bather floating 
along, face downward, in the direction of Meiggs’ 
wharf. Mr. Clark, mentioned above, immediately 
got out his boat and rescued the body, but, un- 
fortunately, too late to save his life. 

THE DEAD BANKER’S LAST COMPANIONS, 

In the course of the afternoon the reporter 
met two intel) t young men, named respect- 
ively William Mathews and Alfred Fankley, both 
residing at 808 Mission street, who were in swim- 
ming at the time Mr. Ralston walked along the 
beach toward the bath-house. He addressed 
Fankley, asking himif the water was cold. The 
lad replied, ‘* Not very,” and his questioner en- 
tered the bathing-house. After bo had entered 


the water and was swimmuing out he was ac-. 


companied by the lad Mathews. The latter see- 
ing that Mr. Ralston was swimming out very far. 
Said,. Oh, you're going too far for me,” and 
returned to the shore. Those were the last 
words addressed to the great banker. The lad 
added that he gazed out at the swimmer after 
reaching the shore. He was still swimming ont, 
and from time to time tossed the water up with

THE LONDON POLICE.

Lorpon, Aug. 19.—Tbe annual report of the 
„Commissioner of Police of the Metropolis” 
bas just been issued. The Metropolitan Police, 
of which Col. Henderson is the head, discnarges 
the duty of keeping order throughout that vast 
domain known as London, exciusive of that 
emall but important quarter, the city proper, 
which has a police of its own. The evailable 
strength of the M litan Police, at the close 
of last year, was 9,292 men—thai is, twenty-one 
Superintendents, 237 Ius 906 Sergeants, 
and 8,128 Constables. ere were also 666 offi- 
cers and men employed on duty in the dock- 

Tne force was increased during the 
year by the addition of seventy-six oilicers 
and men; but this addition scarcely kept pace 
with the growth of the metropolis, for during 
the yoar there were no less than 22 miles and 862 
yards of new streets and squares built. The 
number of new streets was 145, and on them 
7.764 new houses were erected. During the last 
twenty-five years the metropolis has had no less 
than 1,181 miles of new streets added to it—an 
average of more than 47 miles a year. The 
Commissioner says that there does not appear 
to be auy immediate prospect of a cessation of 
growth of buiidings: the teudency is rather the 
other way.” This is rather an alarming stato-

FRANCE, 
THE FRENCH ARMY. 
London Times, 

Pants, Aug. 18.—During the last fortnight I 
have had opportunities of conversing with many 
officers and otbers well versed in military mat- 
ters. I have carefully read the army-newspa- 
pers, and I have come to the conclusion that one 
and all think the writer in Blackwood was per- 
fectly justified in his remarks, On one point 
every one is agreed, namely: that the reorgani- 
zation of the army has been attempted solely as 
a means of defense, and not of offense. In 
most cases, every one, from the highest to the 
lowest, is well aware of the position in which 
their country has been placed by the events of 
1870. They know that France is so enfeebied 
that any ides of turning the tables on their vic- 
tors must be put off to a far distant future. At 
the same time there are several Generals of the 
old school who would fain attribute the victo- 
ries of the war less to superior strategy than to 
good luck. Nothing will convince them to the 
contrary. Unhappily, moreover, their position 
gives them a certain weight with the younger 
officers, and they must to a certain de- 
gree bear the responsibility of the difficul- 
ties which have been thrown in che 
way of army-reform. Noarmy, in fact, was 
more prepared to make sacrifices than that of 
France. After the Commune, the whole nation 
saw the necessity for radical reforms im the 
direction and organization of military matters. 
Compulsory service was admitted to be necessary 
on all sides, but this without the volontariais 
dun an which competent judges declare to be the 
ruin of the system. The lessons of the war had 
been hard, but they were beginning to bear good 
fruit. When Gen. De Cissey came into office, he 
bad, as the writer in Blackwood observes, the 
most splendid opportanities. He hed, in short, 
but to act up to the old adage and sweep clean. 
The time and the way were both equally propi- 
tious. Whether he could not or would not do 
this, matters little, since the negative results 
are the same. To reorganize the French army, 
it would have been necessary to draw up a plan 
of action, and to observe it unswervingly, un- 
hesitatinglv, and impartially. The military laws 
which have been passed are, on the contrary, 
littie lee than a series of compromises. Yet 
even they would have been of use had they 
been strictly put into foree ; but apparentiy the 
War-Office acts upon an eclectic principle, which 
is indeed no principle at all. How, itdeea, 
could it be otherwise? During the debates in 
the Assembly, the Minister for War opposed the 
propositions of the Committee of Forty-five ap- 

inted to examine the matter. He refused to 
isten to the Committee, and of course the laws 
were rather forced on lum than freely accepted. 
Beaten on the Cadres bill, he was, nevertheless, 
intrusted with the duty of putting it into 
force. Even mmisters are but mortals, and 
every one knows what it is to force the best- 
intentioned man in the world to do what he does 
not approve. Consequently, it wonid be absurd 
to suppose that Gen. De Cissey had any great 
liking for the task which has been imposed on 
him. It bas often been said that the Freneh are 
peculiarly apt to accommodate themselves to 
circumstances, and therefore the example set by 
the administration of the War Office has, of 
course, been foliowed in other quarters. Hence.

RAILLROAD NEWS 
THE BIG BRIDGE OPENING AT ATCHISON, 
Sveciai Inapatch to The Chicagn Tribune, 

Atonison, Kan., Sept. 2.—The celebration in 
honor of the completion of the bridge over the 
Missonri River at this city, which occurred to- 
day, was the largest assemblage of people ever 
known in the Missouri Valley, and the 
most brilliant and imposing demonstra- 
tion ever witnessed in this rezion. 
It ig estimated _ that fully 20,000 
strangers were in the city. All of the eight rail- 
roads centered kere ran éxcursion trains, The 
Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe Railroad brought 
in a train of twenty-one passenger cars, drawn 
by two locomotives. The Atchison & Ne- 
braska train was composed of eighteen cars. 
The Central Branch of the Union Pacilie 
Road bad a train of twenty cars, drawn by two 
locomotives, and the Missouri Pacific, Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific, Hannibal & St. Joseph, 
Kansas City, St. Joseph & Cuuncil Binffs, and 
the Burlington & Missouri Railroads all brought 
in very heavy trains. There were, besides. 
3,000 people from Kansas City and Missouri, in 
wagons and on horseback, from 50 miles away, 
on each side of the river. 

At 2 o'clock in the afternoon the parade was 
formed. It included Knight Templars of Atcho- 
son, Topeka, and St. Josepb, lesser Masons and 
the Odd-Feliows of Atchison and other places, 
the Turners of Atchison and Topeka, the German, 
Irish, and colored benevolent societies of 
this city, and the colored benevolent society of 
Leavenworth, the Fire Department of Atchison, 
Lincoln, Neb., Grangers and Patrons of Hus- 
beodry from Kansas and Miesouri, and repre- 
sentative displays of the different mercantile 
and industrial establishments of Atchison. 
There were eight full brass bands in the pro- 
cession from Lincola and Falls City, Neb. ; St. 
Joseph, Topeka, Waterville, Leavenworth, and 
Atchison. The procession was 3'¢ miles in 
length, and was 1% hours in passing a fixed 
point. It is universally pronounced the grand- 
* street pageant ever witnessed in the Missouri 
alley. 

On arriving at the stand, Mayor Rohr called the 
meeting to order, and Gen. B. F. Strongfello 
was introduced as President of the Day. Gen. 
Strongfellow welcomed the immense concourse 
of people to Atchison ina brief aad stirring 
speech. Able and eloquent addresses 
were then made by Gov. Osborn and 
Senator Ingalls, Harvey, of this 
State, Col. James N. Burns and Gen. Joseph 
Craig, of Missouri. 

In the evening, about 7 o'clock, a heavy rain 
occurred which materially interfered with the 
genera! illumination and displays of tireworks, 
but, notwithstanding this, the night pro- 
gramme was a very attractive and beau- 
tiful part of the celebration. Among 
the main features of the day were a regatta on 
the river and a display of the Fire Department. 
This evening several concerts and three bails 
are in progress.

They Now Want Over a Hundred Mill- 
ions for Their Title! 


Danger of a Failure in Making a Treaty 
and of Qonsequent Hostilities.

Cutvennn, Wy. T., Aug. 29.— The Sioux Indian 
Commiesion arrrved bere to-day, and will leave 
by special conveyance to-morrow morning for 
Red Cloud Agency, where the Oouncil will 
be held with the dusky dead-beats now fatteuing 
upon the bounty of the Government. There 
will be nearly 25,000 of them presgnt in person, 
all of whom will be fed to gorge during the 
pendency of the negotiations. The Commission 
will consist of Senator Allison, of lowa, Chair- 
man; Senator Howe, of Wisconsin; Capt. W. H. 
Ashby, of Nebraska; Col. G. P. Beauvais, of St, 
Louis; the Rev. 8. D. Hinman, of the Santee 
Episcopal mission; Gen. A. H. Terry, U. S. A.; 
and Gen. A. G. Lawrence, of Rhode Island; with 
John S. Collins, Post-Trader at Fort Laramie, as 
Secretary, and Al Swaber, of Fort Dodge, Iowa, 
as Clerk.

FAR MORE DIFFICULT . 
than was first supposed, from several reasons. 
The Indian Ring bas been discovered figuring 
extensively in the matter among the Indians, 
and theaobject is very plain. The first reports 
from the Indians were to the effect that buta 
small price would be asked for the ceding of the 
Black Hills ana Big Horn country, but that tune 
has been changed since the agents and under“ 
strappers of the Ring have gone through the 
tribes. Now not leas than seven millions will be 
asked as u bonus, and to which an attempt will 
be made to add the additional tax of a full suit 
of clothing for each Sioux,—man, woman, and 
child,—yearly, and sustenance for the same, for 
the period of fifty years. 

This is certainly “cheeky,” even for the In- 
dian Ring; but it will make its demand through 
the ones from whom it steals and fattens with 
a vigor that is appalling to honest men and tax- 
payers throughout the country. Notwithstand- 
ing that certain great efforts have been made to 
put an end to the wrong-dging that has been go- 
ing on at the various posts, the same old work 
of “addition, division, and silence,” moves 
right along as of yore, and pockets that once 
were as Jean as the fabled kine now puff out with 
the fatness of wealth, 

STOLEN IN THE PROCESS OF HUMANTZING AND 

CIVILIZING 

the Indian, whose untutored mind takes only 
kindly to that which is closely akin to the devil- 
ish. The Ring-paid scribblers and papers will 
siosh on the usual amount of whitewash, but 
facts that I have gathered on this matter will 
make some good people rub the dust of blind 
faith from their eyes, and quietly use expressive 
adjectives. 

What I have above given is the nows that 
comes to me direct from several Agencies, and 
the thundering professions of reform of these 
abuses are considered by all notin the employ 
of the powerful Ring as entirely too thin” to 
be preached. The object, then, that the Ring 
bas in prevailing upon the redskins to hold out 
for an enormous price, is apparent. The more 
anbuities and goods granted that it handles, the 
better for it ; and the longer the time agreed to, 
just so much longer can the stealing silently 
proceed. To aid in this matter, every Indian 
mau is heard constantly prating about the untold 
richness of the mines, -——duplicati the reports 
of Prof, Jenney three or four fdid,—all this to 
get up a breeze near the Commission that shall 
have its proper influence, and thatin favor of a 
fat and flowing stream of rich annuities. A 
treaty of the kind above named would foot up 
enormously, estimated at present rates, and in 
the aggregate be not less than 

NE HUNDRED AND TEN MILLIONS! 

No wonder that about allgpe interpreters of 
the Sioux find it convenient Just now to go up 
to the Agency, ostensibly to see the grand pow- 
wow, but knowa in private as workers among 
the easily-prejudiced scalp-lifters for the Big- 
Bonanza treaty. How well the effort will suc- 
ceed remains to be seen; butiam of the opin- 


ion that the trouble with the hungry cormorants [ 


will be serious. They will strike a snag in the 
Commission of such dimensions that will either 
canse the adoption of a treaty fair atike for the 
people and the paupers, or defeat any negotia- 
tions of the character named as particularly set- 
tied by the Ring, ana, perhaps, by the obstinacy 
of the Indians, a failure entirely.

Over at the other house, the 
band of the Sixty-ninth Regiment, stationed 
in the lobby, struck up “Hail to the Chief” 
when the curtain fose on the platform at 
Eisinore, and Bernardo and Francisco were 
grumbling over the cold weather, with the ther- 
mometer up in the nineties in the auditorium. 
Here, at the Grand ee they had no 
brass band, but the were continually 
doing things quite as incongraous as this, and 
kept up instructive and animated conversations 
with the actors upon the stage. At neither 
house, though, was, there asbow of anything 
but the utmost good order, and farther than 
putting money im the pockets of the man- 
agers of both establishments tne people did 
nothing out of the way. As Artemus Ward would 
have said, they did not riot worth a cent. It 
was impossible to manufacture a single theatric- 
al bloody shirt.“ Nobody would commit an 
outrage, but preferred, rather, to have a jolly 
time and enjoy the music and the fireworks. 80 
there was no re-enaction of the terrible scenes 
of Astor place; there was no soldiery save in 
thé most peaceful mood, and the rifle team 
drank claret-punch up in the manager’s office of 
Booth’s Theatre, and told their friends how 
royaily the irishmen bad treated them. Twen- 
ty-third street was livelier than it had been for 
some time, what with calciums. flags, fireworks, 
torchliguts. banda, etc.; but these were all that 
constituted the threatened emeute.

It was an ‘‘ Americano” 
crowd present to see and hear Hamlet acted by 
an American. supported by an American com- 
pany. When the orchestra mounted upward 

to the fresh.air and the bright gaslight from 
the gloomy recesses beneath the stage it received 
a moderate ovation, but when full sooa it broke 
out with Hail Columbia,” the house shook with 
tue long reverberating peals of applause. This 
was followed iu rapid euccession by My Mary- 
land,” **Dixie,” “Tramp, Tramp,’ and a few 
other purely native airs, all of which received 
due homage from the gods in the gallery. When, 
however, the conductor shrewdly pausiug for 
a few moments to allow a trifle of the ether 
of amor patria to evaporate, struck up with 
the full force of his rather limited string band 
“The Star Spangied Banner,” the enthusiasm 
reached its climax. A hurricane of yells, cheers, 
and whistles swept downward from the gallery 
and from the floor back to the gallery agai.

WHY LEGAL-TENDERS ARE DEPRECIATED. 

The experience of the civilized nations of 
the world has been that no Government can 
float an irredeemable paper currency at par. 
It may therefore be accepted as an estab- 
lished truth that such a financial measure is 
impossible. A currency redeemable on de- 
mand, whether issued by a Government, or 
by individuals, or corporations, may be kept 
at par, but this is due to the fact of its being 
redeemable on demand. But the value of an 
irredeemable Governmental currency fluctu- 
ates ; it is not the same in all countries, nor 
is it the same at all times. It is subject to 
countless variations, according to the circum- 
stances of the day. Fora considerable time 
past the greenbacks have had an average 
valne of 85 to 88 cents on the dollar, but con- 
stantly fluctuating between these figures. 
A question which naturally suggests itself is, 
How 1s it that the Government can float its 
paper currency at 88 cents on the dollar, and 
be unable to do so at par ? 

When a greenback can purchase the same 
value of merchandise that a coin of like de- 
nomination can purchase, then it is equiva- 
lent tocoin. The value, commercially, of 
currency rests in its exchangeability, which 
is another name for purchasing power. Com- 
merce is the exchange of equivalent values; 
“and the value of currency is precisely what 

is given as an equivalent therefor. Eighty- 

j eight cents in the dollar is now, and has been 
for some time, its average purchasing value. 
The reason why it is worth 88 cents instead 
of 50 or 100 cents can best be reached by 
considering why it has any value. Intrinsic- 
ally, it has no value. Divested of the proba- 
bility of redemption, it is not a legal-tender 
in payment of debts. In the absence of the 
legal-tender character of the currency, all 
debts would be payable in coin. Legal-ten- 
der notes, therefore, have a special value, in 
that they pay debts where, in their absence, 
coin would be necessary. Being in demand 
for this purpose, this value is governed by 
the amount of these notes outstanding, and 
the corresponding facility with which they 
can be obtained. They are legal-tenders in 
payment of all debts, public and private, ex- 
cept for custom duties and interest on the 
public debt. 

The National Bank notes are redeemable in 
these legal-tenders. These banks are subject 
at any time to the demand for redemption of 
their notes. The majority of the banks—in 
fact, all well-arranged banks—keep a large 
reserve in legal-tender notes to meet any 
emergency. Including the $25,000,000 or 
$30,000,000 on deposit at Washington to re- 
deem abandoned circulation, and the 5 per 
cent legally-required reserve, and the amount 
in their own vaults, there are $80,000,000 to 
$100,000,000 held directly and indirectly by 
the National Banks. As much more may be 
said to be in the hands of the people—pocket 
money—held for current éxpenses. ‘This 
leayes, outside of the amount in the Treas- 
ury, about $160,000,000 in the market, dis- 
placing for the payment of all debts, public 
and private, an amount of gold equivalent for 
the like purpose. 

The greenback has a purchasing power be- 
cause it is a legal-tender— 

1. In payment of all private debts. 

2. In payment of all taxes. 

3. In redemption of bank-notes. 

4. In payment of checks against deposits. 

They answer the purpose of coin for these 
purposes, and have therefore a marketable 
value. Every debtor avails himself of the 
opporturity of saving the 10, 12, or 20 cents; 
he therefore buys greenbacks and pays the 
debt. The demand for greenbacks for this 
purpose, involving nearly all the credit trans- 
actions of the country, regulates the price of 
the currency. . 

They have two other elements of value: 
Their convenience for handling and trans- 
portation, and the underlying expectation 
that their promise of redemptionin coin will 
be redeemed. The last isthe most impor- 
tant of all. 

If the volume of greenbacks on the market 
were much increased, the supply would be so 
much greater than the demand for paying 
debts, and the facility for obtaining them so 
increased, that they would command a greatly 
reduced price. If their volume was reduced, 
and the difliculty.ef getting them increased 
because of their séarcity, then their price as 
equivalents of gold to pay debts would be

any irredeemable paper can be carried. These 
legal-tender notes have but one element of 
money, and that is that they can be forced 
upon a creditor in payment of a debt. Be- 
yond that, they are mere credit, certificates 
of indebtedness, overdue obligations, worth 
only what a man will give for them on the 
chance of eventual payment. For their only 
available purpose, the supply is excessive in 
the proportion that 88 cents beers to a dollar. 


THE ADVANTAGES OF WARM WEATHER. 

It is a difficult matter to convince people of 
the benefit of any circumstance which in- 
volves personal discomfort. One would think 


welcomed like a long-expected friend whose 
coming had been postponed by unavoidable 
delays. Instead of this, we receive it as an 
unseasonable guest, as we would receive a 
dilatory and unappreciative person who has 
kept dinner waiting. We literally sweat and 
fume over the situation. Consolation is 
sought, according to different tastes and asso- 
ciations, in beer or ices, and generally with 
the same results,—increased discomfort and 
disgust. It is a caloric that explodes in ex- 
pletives more expressive than elegant. Noth- 
ing cools in such weather but the bonds of 
friendship and the bonhomie of social inter- 
course. It serves only as a severe test of 
temper, and that generally snaps. We take 
our lesson in the chemical properties of heat 
with a good deal of the same terror that the 


look forward with dismay to the terrible pos- 
sibility of paying for the delights of a cool 
summer by the sufferings of a hot and sultry 
fall. We are impatient under the infliction 
and refuse to be comforted. 

As a matter of fact, however, the warm 
weather could not have been more timely. 
It comes as if especially ordered for our ben- 
efit by a far-seeing and benevolent Provi- 
dence. It is sent to ripen the corn, and in 
ripening corn to bless the whole continent. 
Abundant corn is the evidence and promise 
of prosperity. It is the flower and kernel of 
agriculture. It is the stimulant of general 
prosperity in its solid form as well as the 
national stimulant of American humanity in 
its liquid state. One is diffusion ; the other 
quintessence. Cheap and plenty corn means 
cheap and plenty food for the entire people. 
It is the aliment of man and beast. It prom- 
ises stout horses, fat cattle, and rare sheep and 
hogs. It furnishes cheap meats and abun- 
dant lard. It keeps down the prices of com- 
peting grain. It enables the farmer to de- 
velop everything into the most plentiful and 
luxuriant condition. It provides in mani. 
fold ways an increase of exportable products. 
It assures peace and plenty. 

This is what the warm weather brings us, 
‘at which we protest and repine so ungrate- 
fully. With the thermometer in the nine- 
ties for a few days now, both rich and poor 
may look forward to an easy supply of the 
comforts for the cold winter that is to 
follow. These warm days are the best 
foundation we could ask for a prosperous 
season, All through the country, from the 
northern limit of the corn-growing section 
to the southern, there are vast fields that 
had been brought to a condition of ex- 
ceptional abundance by the rain, and only 
awaited the steady glaring of the sun fora 
few short days toripen them. The wet season 
has done the corn much more good than 
harm ; where it has not been actually flooded 
and swept away, itis of large growth, rich, 
and abundant. Our discomfort in the city, 
which beer will not drown nor ices quench, 
is the fortune of the farmer; and his pros- 
perity is coincident with that of the Ameri- 
can people.

A BOGUS BANK-ROSBERY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Lovisvitie, Ky., Sept. 2.— The city has been 
excited to-day over a first-class insane criminal 
fiasco.

The preceding story was related to Bligh, who 
regarded it as very weak. and had Rehm locked 
up at the hotel. The Directors of the 
bank met, and, after consultation, came 
to the cunclusion that Rehm's story was 
a fraud. and he was the robber. The Presi- 
dent 30 informed him, but Rehm asserted 
bis innocence time and egain. Being tol that 
all regarded bim as the robber, be asked for an 
bour’s sleep. He reposed for a time, and on 
awakening confessed to the detectives that he 
bad robbed the safe before 12 o'clock the pre- 
ceding night, carrying its contents bome and 
burying them uoder the house. An examination 
by the detectives revealed all the money tied ina 
small sheet under the gymnasium, in the rear of 
Rehm's residence. He was arrested, and is now 
in jail. Previous to tbe robbery, Rehm had 
been regarded as honest as any one in the 
bank. Why he took the money in the mander 
described is unaccountable, as he must well 
have known that no one would believe phe stery. 
He says himself he does not know wh be took 
the money, and now realizes the improbability 
of being taken from his bed as was related. 

A BLOODY EPISODE IN THE QUINCY SCANDAL. 
Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Quincy, III., Sept. 2.—Aithough for some time 
past the feeling between the parties. to the 
Hoffman-Prentiss scandal case and their re- 
spective partisans bas been rising to a pitch of 
intense bitterness, nothing bad transpired till 
to-day which bad led the public to suppose that 
blood would be shed as a consequence of the in- 
vestigation. The community was accordingly 
startled at an early hour this morning by the 
report that Judge T. J. Mitchell had been shot. 
As already telegraphed to Tur Trinove, Judge 
Mitchell testified yesterday that Mrs. Chatten, 
wife of» E. P. Chatten, City Surveyor 
of Quincy, had confessed to bim 
(Mitchell) that Hoffman had made indecent pro- 
posals to her, and it was on account of this tes- 
timony that Chatten assaulted Mitchell to-day. 
From the statements of persons who witnessed 
tke shooting atfray this morning, it appears tbat 
Chatten drove into the business part of the 
city about 8 o'clock, and for a short time en- 
gaged in conversation with Mr. Mr. Frank B. 
Weber, a painter, doing business on Main street 
between Sixth and Seventh street. While 


they were talking Judge Mitchell stepped off a | 


street-car and started north, Mr. Chatten follow- 
ing. As they reached the corner of 
Hampshire street Mr. Chatten struck Judge 
Mitchell with a driving whip, which he carried in 
bis hand. The latter caught the whip with one 
hand. at the same time drawing a revolver with 
the other. He fired once, when it was ascertained 
that both men were armed, as Mr. Cnatien also 
shot, the ball taking effect. This he followed 
up rapidly with two other shots with equal suo- 
coss. Judge Mitchell also attempted to fire sev- 
eral times, but the caps snapped, and he was 
compelled to seek protection by run- 
ning upon the opposite side of a 
farmer's wagon standing pear. It 
is stated that the Judge was, when attacked, 
bargaining fora load of wood with the farmer 
who owned the wagon. It appears, also, that 
Mr. Chatten continued to empty the contents of 
bis revolver, and that one of the bullets entered 
the left leg of Mr. Louis Vickers, the farmer ro- 
ferred to. 

At abont this junctare Mr. Alfred Chatten, a 
brother of the City Surveyor. came to his assist- 
ance aod struck Judge Mitchell a blow on the 
head withastone or some heavy instrument, 
which made an ugly wound. The Judge, al- 
though faint from loss of blood. turned 
upon Alfred Chatten and endeavored to strike 
him with the whip, which he still held in his 
hand, and with this purpose pursued him «a 
short distance. 

Immeciately after the shooting, Judge Mitchell 
was conducted to a surgeon's office, where his 
wound was probed and dressed, and where it was 
ascertained that he probably was not fatally in- 
2 He received a severe wound in the left 

ip, another ball entered his abdomen, and a 
third passed through the fleshy part of his right 
arm and entered his right breast. Besides these 
he has two gashes in the head. Although he 
suffers great pain, the only wound which is at 
all likely to prove dangerous is the one in his 
hip, and hopes are entettained that this will 
heal rapidly, and that no fatal result will ensue. 

Mr. Chatten gave himself up to the police, as 
did also his brother Alfred, and Frank B. Weber, 
who was present and witnessed the shooting. 
Mr. Chatten swore out a warrant against Judge 
Mitchell for assault with intent to kill, aud 
he gave bail in 6300. The Judge 
also swore out a similar warrant against 
the Messrs. Chatten and Weber, 
and Judge Hutton held them in $1,000 each. The 
trial ia set for mext Monday afternoon at 2 
o’clocg. 

Louis Vickers, the farmer who was shot in the 
leg. has brougkt suit in the Circuit Court against 
Enoch R. Chatten, Frank B. Weber, and Alfred 
Chatten, laying his damages at $3,000. The 
tragedy to-dav has lent additional interest to 
the Hoffman-Prentiss affair. It is reported that 
Chatten threatened Mitchell yesterday, and that 
it is for this reason that Mitchell was armed. 

The testimony in the Hoffman-Prentiss trial 
this afvernoon was unimportant, with the excep- 
tion of copies of letters p rting to have 

massed between Hoffman and Mrs. Chatten. 
hese documents are of the Brooklyn style of 
gush, and, if their identity can be fully estab- 
ished, will prove very damaging to the parties 
concerned. There was a good deal of acrimony 
exhibited duriug the investigation to-day.

Jesse Pomeroy’s moter has been interviewed 
by a reporter of the Beton Times, who describes 
her as living in plaliy-furuished rooms, and 
earus her bread by ping a busy needle from 
early morn to late mht. in personal appear- 
ance she is a small wman, with a delicate and 
refined cast of countenance, and a nervous, diffi- 
dent deportment. Teo lines of ber face are 
sharp and angular, ap her light gray eyes are 
buried deeply under werhaugiug brows, and 
look fall of sorrow. he was attired entirely in 
black, and taken alteether would seem to be 
the very model ofan American working- 
woman, struggling 4 live by honest and 
independent ivudustry Being asked if she 
desired to make au more extended atate- 
ments direct to the people of Boston she 
replied, ‘‘I should if thought it would do my 
poor boy any good, bul am afraid it wouldn't. 
Ever since 1 gave the imes the writing which 
Jesse did in jail, theyhave refused to let me 
see him, and I * I shall never see him 
again alive. If ef anything now I don't 
know what they may e to him. [Iam afraid to 
speak, and that is thejonest truth.” She finally 
consented, bowever, o write a statement, in 
which sho said that Je was 15 onthe 29tn of 
November last, ec that at the time 
ho committed the test crimes at Chelsea, 
if he dul commit tem, he was not more 
than 12 years of a» When the policeman 
came to the house an¢old ber what he was ar- 
reat for she was tunderstruck. Jesse had 
dach been a kind, abctionate boy, good to her 
and to nis brother. ese was brought up and 
the charges read overo him. He looked bewil- 
dered. and did not sea to ber to be listening to 
the charges. She dicnot believe then that he 
was guilty of those dds, and she does not now. 
It was all like a drea. There was no use of 
talking about it nov she said, but her belief 
was that if $500 had ot been paid for his con- 
viction he never wouldave gone to the Reform 
Schoo! at all. 

After he went homefrom the Reform School, 
and till be was arresti for killing little Millen, 
Mrs. Pomeroy notice: rothing strange about 
him; be was always gol and kind. As to the 
story of prenatal inflowes, she said: To my 
knowledge Jesse has id birth-mark whatever. 
His father never was a bicher, and therefore I 
could not have watched im kill beaste. At the 
time Jesse was born hidather was working at 
the navr-vard. The oalchine he ever had to do 
with meat in his hfe w carrying beef from 
wagons on his shouldergnpto Faneuil Hall Mar- 
ket. She didn’t bellevee ever killed an animal 
in bis life. During theeriod of her pregnancy 
with Jesse she was, shehought. more secluded 
than two-thirds of the men of Boston. There 
were times when sbe di not go out of the house 
for two months. The rhole story about the 
prenatal iofluenceson Jesse was a malicious 
slander. 

Mrs. Pomeroy caplaing that she was not 
allowed to see her for ten weeks, and do- 
lieves that in thatime his mind was worked 
upon till he was readto confess anything.

| Opinions of Experts on the Sub- 


ject. 


What They Think of the Work Done in 


the Recorder's Office. 


Abstracts Obtained There Are Con- 
sidered Vaiueless. 


The Proposed Scheme Will Be of No Ben- 
efit to the People. 


Politicians Cannot Compete with Pri- 
vate Firms. 


During the long debate relative to the purchase 
by the County of the abstract-book of Wülmanus 
& Thielcke, it was claimed by the friends of the 
job that they were playing the part of public 
benefactors, since they were relievieg property- 
owners from the burdensome charges of Handy, 
Simmons & Co. They alleged that persons de- 
siring to sell land, or to borrow money on it, 
could get from the county for s comparatively 
nominal sum, abstracts which would answer all 
their purposes. To verify the truth of this 
statement, a reporter yesterday visited a number 
of real-estate agents, and firms which lend 
money on real estate. Their opinions 
of the value of the abstract-pooks purchased, and 
of the continuations to be made in the Reoord - 
er's Office, are given below. Insomuchas there 
is no authority of law by which the Recorder can 
add to his abstracts,—the proceedings of the 
Probate Court, the records of judgments, eto. 
the gentlemen interviewed were questioned as to 
the value of abstracts which did not give this in- 
formation. 


BAIRD & BRADLEY. 

A visit was first paid to Baird & Bradley, La 
Salle street. The fellowing interview was had 
with Mr. Bradiey, Mr. Baird concurring in his 
replies : 

Reporter—Have you had any experience with 
Wilmanns & Thielcke's abstract-books so as to 
form au opinion of their correctness? 

Mr. Bradley—We have frequently had ab- 
stracts from them, and have had no occasion to 
doubt their accuracy. We have as much con- 
fidence in their abstracts as in those of any 
other firm. 

R.—Would your have confidence enough in 
copies made in the Recorder’s office to buy land 
or lend money on them ? 

Mr. B.—We never do anything without com- 
paring with the original title, unless we are 
familiar with the property. 

R. — Taking into account the class of labor 
politicians generally employ, would you have 
confidence iu the Recorder's continuations ? 

Mr. R.— We should have more confidence in 
the continuations of those men who are do- 
customed to the business. It is important work 
and requires experience. 

R.—Is there any value, for your purposes, in 
an abstract which gives only land transfers and 
tax sales, omitting judgments, probate mat- 
ters, eto. ? 

Mr. B.—Well, it would be valuable as far as it 
goes; but we should have to get the other 
searches made bysome person in whom we could 
have confidence. 

R.—If the Recorder’s office were as rigorously 
managed as Handy, Simmons & Co.'s, would the 
furvishing of abstracts by the county, in your 
opinion, be of any use? 

Mr. B.—It would depend very much upon how 
the work was done. They ought to be able to do 
it well, but it could be done better by the expe- 
rienced men who have had charge of this ab- 
stract-business for some time. They are men 
with reputations to sustain, whereas a political 
employe has usually little or no responsrbility. 

R.—Men selling, or borrowing money on 
lots worth #500° must find the present abstrac 
charges a heavy burden; could this be relieved 
by these county abstracts ? 

Mr. B.—I don’t know how the business will 
be conducted vet; but if we had not confidence 
in the abstracts we would*not have them for a 
$500 lot any more than for a $10,000 lot. A

R.—What do you think of the action of the 


| County Commissioners in buying these books? 


Mr. B.—My owp impression is that the ab- 
better be left to the private 


R.—Do you see anv advantage in the county 


going into the buginess ? 


Mr. B.—The object, I presume, is to cheapen 
the abstracts, but we don’t know what the coun- 


ty will charge. There is no objection to the 
step. The work is likely to get into the hands 
of politicians, when changes will frequently oc- 
cur and thisimportant business get into the 
hands of incompetent men. Of course tho peo- 
ple will be led to trust in their abstracts, and 
sometimes there will be trouble. Private firms, 
on the other hand, are personaliy responsible ; 
their business success depends upon their ac- 
curacy, and they are more to be relied upon than 
political employes in this matter, 


JOHN C. HAINES, 
The reporter interviewed Mr. John C. Haines, 


President of the Fidelity Bank, on the subject 


with the following result : 
Reporter—Have you had any experience with 


Wilmanns & Thielcke's abstract-books, Mr. 


Haines ? 

Mr. Haines—No, sir; I have done business 
with Handy, Simmons & Co, 

R.—Would you have suffleient confidence in 


copies made in the Recorder’s office to triusact 


business on them ? 

Mr. H.—That would depend entirely upon 
what basis the records rested on. Unless they 
were made up from authoritative documents 
made previous to the fire, I would not take 
them. 

R.—If the Recorder continues these abstracts, 
using the class of labor politicians are generally 
partial to, would you have confidence in the 
continuations 7? 

Mr. H.—I would not if he run the office as a 
political machine. There is a large value in- 
volved in this business, and it ought to be in the 
hands of thoroughly competent and reliable 
men, In my opinion, the only perfect ante-fire 
records are those of Handy, Simmons & Co. 
Three sets of books are used by the firm, so that 
it is almost impossible for them to present im- 
perfect chains in their abstracts. A firm like 
that which the county has purchased from ought 
not to be considered authoritative at all. 

R.—Wouid an abstract giving only land trans- 
fers and tax-sales, omitting judgments, probate 
matters, and so forth, be of any vaiue to you ? 

Mr. H.—No, sir; there is no value in an in- 
strument which does not give us a perfect 
transcript of all the records pertaining to lands 
and liens on lands in this county from the Gov- 
ernment down. 

R. —Suppose the Recorder were to conduct the 
business as well as Handy, Simmons & Co.. 
would the furnishing of abstracts by the Bounty 
be of auy use? 

Mr. H.—The usefulness would depend alto- 
22 upon whether the information furnished 

y these books gave a continuous history of the 
chain of title from the General Government 
down to the point of examination. If they do 
that, it is allright; but if they cannot, people 
will ba ve to resort to some one eise for the in-

In the courts there is sometimes 
great trouble in proving an original abetract, 
and the difficulty is very much increased where

R.—If the Recorder continues these abstracts, 
using the class of labor pes employed by 
politicians, would you have confidence in the 
continuations ? 

Mr. W.—None whatever. They are absolutely 
worthless. Making abstracts is a trade in itself. 
aod needs great experience. Some of the clerks 
employed by the Recorder are grossly inefficient. 
Some of their books are abominably made up. 
A boy of 16 could do better at the work than 
some of those clerke. . 

Mr. Tyrrell—Yes, the books are full of 
erasures and interlineations. The Recorder's 
office is being very incompetently nifmaged just 
now. The office was never co poorly run, Of 
course the defects in the management are due 
to politics and inefficiency. I do not know any 
of the officers or clerks personally, and conse- 
queutl have no prejudice. 

R.—Is there any value for your purposes in 
an abstract which gives only land transfers and 
tax sales, omitting judgments, and probate aod 
other matters ? 

Mr. I'yrrell—They are no use to us whatever. 
We would not lend u dollar on such abstracts. 
It would be simply money thrown away. 

R.—If the Recorder's office were as carefully 
managed as that of Handy, Simmons & Co., 
would the furnishing of abstracts by the county 
be of any use? 

Mr. T.—-Why, they would de then of equal 
value. But there is no fear of anything of the 
kind. They have not the material to 

their business with, The firm you 
speak of, Handy, Simmons 4 Co., 
are perfectly familiar with the whole business. 
They are very correct, and ayer real-estate man 
prefers dealing with such a firm. If, indeed. 
the county did the work as weil, and furnished 
abstracts cheaper, there would be advantage in 
that. This, however, is a mere question of 
probability, and bardly enters into this matter. 

R.—Men borrowing money on lots worth 8500 
and under find the abstract charges a heavy 
burden. Could this be relieved by these cheap 
and poor county abstracts? 

Mr. W.—No. That would be money thrown 
away. Poor men might take such abstracts and 
find them valueless. Better by far get a good 
abstract in the first place, although it should 
cost more. I am astonished at the attitude as- 
sumed by the County Commiesioners in this af- 
fair. They are simply misleading the people, 
and the poor will suffer most. 

R. — What is your opirion of the action of the 
County Commissioners in purchasing the books 
of Wilmanos & Thielcke ? 

Mr. W.—To us it looks like a steal. it would 
have been better to purchase Handy, Simmons 
& Co.'s books at four times the cost, because 
then there would be security, and the abstracts 
made by the firm would be recognized as thor- 
oughly correct. Handy & Simmons possess the 
only complete records of the county previous 
to the fire. For abstracting these ong! charge 
double, but for making abstracts since the period 
of the fire, they are about ona par with other 
houses. 


N. C. MOREY. 

Mr. H. O. Morey, on being questioned, said 
that the abstracts of the firm named did not go 
back of the fire, unless incompletely. The men 
had been in with Shortall & Hoard. As for their 
abstracts since the period of the fire, he believed 
they were correct. He had no confidence in ab- 
atracts copied in the Recorder's office, because of 
the inefficient quality of the labor employed there. 
He would not have anything to do with an ab- 
stract that simply recorded transfers and tex 
sales, omitting judgments, probate, and other 
things. Such an abstract would be simply 
worthiess. He considered that the county had 
paid too much for the abstracts purchased. If 
the county would do the work of abstracting as 
well and more cheaply than Handy, Simmons & 
Co. that would be all right. 


F. C. VIERLING. 

Mr. F. C. Vierling, No. 126 South Dearboru 
street, had no faith in the Wümanns 4 Thielcke 
abstracts. He preferred to deal with the firms 
that had proper continuations and complete 
records. As for copies made in the Recorder's 
office, he would lend no money on such securi- 
ty. The class of clerks employed in tnat office 

not up to the proper stand- 
abetract-man was a hard 
man to find, but, when found, he was invalua- 
ble. Handy, Simimons & Co., and some other 
firms, had the confidence of real-estate men and 
capitalista generally. The county paid dearly 
for the abstracts purchased. He would advise 
anv man to get a good abstract to start with, 
rather than depend upon poorly-constructed 
copies, which are often not worth the material 
upon which they are written. It was 
true that some ofthe old firms charged enor- 
mously, especially for abstracts going behind 
the fire, but it was better to be on the safe side. 
Persons having poor. cheap copies would find 
great diſheulty in raising money upon them. 


G. J. HAMBLETON. 
Mr. C. J. Hambleton, Room 12 Reaper Build - 
ing, said that the abstracts purchased by the 
county did not pretend to go back furtber than 


later than that event. He did not think that 
thé Recorder had gotten the material to make 
good copies. Real-estate men would be very 
eautious in lending money On such security. 
The county had made a pretty dear bargain. 
The clase of help employed by politicians would 
not, as a general thing, be capable of making 
copies that would give satisfaction in the land 
and money market. 


MR MEAD. | 
Mr. Mead, of Mead 4 Coe, No. 155 LaSalle 
street, was rather charitable to the firm of Wil- 
manus & Thielcke. They had had some experience 
in their business, and their abstract of matters 
since October, 1871, he considered entirely 
trustworthy. He shared the opinion of 
other real-estate men as regarded 
the general unreliability of copies of abstracts 
made in the Recorder's office. He certainly 
would net lend any money on them. He re- 
garded abstract-making as a regular trade—one 
that needed years of experience and close appli- 
cation at that.

RELIGIOUS NEWS. 


Yesterday's Noonday Prayer-Meeting 
at Farwell Hall, 


Signs of an Increasing Interest in 
Divine Things, 


Licensing Female Preachers. 


NOONDAY PRAYER-MEETING. 
SIGNS OF INCREASING INTEREST. 


The noon-day prayer-meetings of the I. M. 
C. A. continue to grow in interest, as is testified 
by the steadily-increasing attendance and the 
zeal with which the services are conducted. Yes- 
terday this was especially to be noted in the 
large audience assembled to participate in the 
exercises, and in the prevailing spirit of religious 
inquiry evidenced. The exercises were conducted 
by the Rev. Alexander Youker, who, after the 
usual opening exercises, delivered an address, or 
rather fervent exhortation, choosing for his sub- 
ject the topic of Consecration,” and basing 
his remarks on the text, If any man will be 
My disciple, let him deny himself, and take up 
bis cross and follow Me.” In the course of his 
remarks 

MR. YOURER SAID: 

After an ee of many years as a min- 
ister, six of them in this city, I am convinced 
that the great dereliction of the churches is that 
they do not deny themselves. It is easy enough 
to get together here and talk of the blessings of 
eaivation. But it's a very different matter to 
deny ourselves, to take up the cross and follow 
Him in our everyday lives in the world. Ive 
often thought of it. Why is it that men of 
brain and of nerve about all else are such 
awful cowards in the matter of religion? We 
are not afraid to let people know where we 
stand on anything else, but when it comes to 

THE GREAT MATTER OF SALVATION, 

we are afraid to let it be known. It was s in the 
days of our Savior. Men would not come to the 
light because they loved the darkness better than 
the light. But Jesus said, If a man will follow 
Me, let him deny himeelf. It's got to be done. 
It's a band-to-band fight with the world. [’ve 
heard people tell at camp-meeting how soe it 
was to give ourselves to Christ. All we bad to 
do was to let go of sin and He would receive us. 
But I tell you it is not mere letting go. Sin has 
a bold on us, and we must fight to free ourselves, 
It never gets beyond this. The best man that 
ever lived had to wage hand-to-hand conflicts 
with self—to deny himself—to do what was right 
in the sight of the Lord, 

Now, then, this fight mast be fought out. It 
must be fought against pursuing a business that 
is not right in His sight; against keeping com- 
pany that is not right in His sight; against 
negiectiug duties that the Lord requires of us, 
the fight must be made. 

HAVE YOU DENIED YOURSELVES 
as God would have you do? Have you conse- 
crated yourselves to God? If so, your lives, your 
goods, all that you have, have been male IIIs. 
If you have denied yourselves, if you have 
made all His, you are consecrated to God. 

But before you argue that God will not come to 
you. and that vou do not get the light, search your 
hearts to see if youin all things have denied 
yourselves. Im well aware this subject is an 
unwolcome one to lukewarm Christians. You 
may talk of Justification, and = of 
Sanctification as much as you please, but 
I know that perfect consecration is in the waging 
of daily fight with the world, with self, witn be- 
setting sins only, and that that perfect consevra- 
tion is perfect love.

and a gentleman rose and presented the request 
of one who evidently, he said, had a heavy bur- 
den upon her mind relative to a young man bere 
inthe city.

METHODIST MATTERS. 
LICENSING FEMALE PREACHERS. 


A call was yesterday made on Presiding-Elder 
Jutkins, of the Methodist Church, to get at the 


truth of the following paragraph taken from a 


New York paper: 

A Mies Borgh hae been exercising her gifts and 
graces as a preacher of righteousness during the past 
year, aud being a member of Clark Street Methodist 
Chureh, Chi „et & Quarterly Meeting just held, 
the renewal of her license came up. Elder A. J. Jut- 
kins summarily stopped all p ings by refusing to 
entertain ner name on the official list, or cous der 
the matter for the renewal, 

After listening to the paragraph, the Elder 
said that it was substantially true. He further 
explained his position by saying that the ques- 
tion of licensing women preachers had been for 
some time a mooted one in the Methodist as in 
other churches. The practice had differed, and 
in the East Mrs. Van Cott and others had been 
licensed, but in the West the cases of female 
preachers had been rarer. There were only two 
in his district. As to Miss Bergh, he said that she 
had been licensed in the first place at the instwace 
of Dr. Thomas, to whose church she belonged.

An Ex-County Judge Arrested on 
the Charge of Forgery. 


His Explanation of the Troubles. 


A somewhat summary proceeding took place 
yesterday in the arrest of a former member of 
tae Harris County, Texas, Bench, and persons 
acquainted with the facts in the case are con- 
vinced that the detention was instigated by po- 
litical motives, and without due regard to law 
and justice. The object of the arrest is a well- 
educated, fine-appearing man of about 40 years, 
named John W. McDonald, and he is a native of 
Pennsylvania, but bas lived in Texas twenty 
years, leaving there about a year azo. 
During the War he was a firm Uaion man, 
and took nd part in, the strife, though 
be remained at his home in Houston. 
and kept his own counsel. After the War he 
was elected by the Republicans to positions of 
trust. He was a firm supporter of the Govern- 
ment, and commanded, it is said by his friends, 
the respect and esteem of thousands of people 
who knew him during his long residence in the 
Lone Star State. Nearly five years ago he was 


elected by the Republican party to the office of | 


COUNTY JUDGE 

of Harris Couaty, the county-seat being at 
Houston. Under the State Constitution he was 
Tax Assessor of the county ex-officio. He em- 
ployed five Depulies in furnishing the 
necessary notifications to tax-payers, who 
were required by law to furnish 
a schedule of their taxable property, with their 
valuation on lands and chattels duly sworn to. 
When these were returned by the Depnties, as 
they were daily during the period of the assezs- 
ment, Judge McDonald carefully examined 
them. If he was satisfied that the return was 
too low in any case, he made a note of it on the 
margin of the schedule, and returned it to the 
Deputy. who would take it back for the assessed 
person to examine. If the latter was opposed 
do the higher valuation, as fixed by Judge 
McDonald, who was well posted wm 
values of property thereabouts, then the 
disputed point was left to two 
arbitrators, chosen by the tax-payer and the 
Judge. In mest cases the persons sssessed 
agreed to the valuation as noted on the mar- 
ins, knowing full well that the arbitrators, if 
just, would givea fair valaation, which, of 
course, was in excess of that returned by the 
property-owner. This procedure obtained in 


the case of 
ONE BEHRING, 

whose property was assessed. He returned, it 
is claimed by McDonald, alow and palpably 
wrong valuation in order to avoid the tax, but 
ho submitted to the alteration without dissent- 
ing, and with other bitter political opponents 
of the Judge lost no time in making capital 
against him, with a view toward defeating him 
at the nett election. He claimed that Me- 
Donald altered his schedule regardiess of law, 
charging fraud on the Judge in order that he 
might make big fees, it appearing that the 
higher the valuation the greater the Judge's 
income as Assessor. 

THE ELECTION CAME, 
and the Democrats carried the day and prom- 
isedto make is hot for the Radicals. How well 
they have kept their word may be inferred 
from the manver in which they 
are following Judge McDonald. He claims to 
bavo made bis returns in good faith, and says he 
will show his Texas friends and enemies how he 
did it when placed on trial. Nevertheless, after 
he bad settled all his affairs quietly and turned 
over the books and papers of his office to his 
guccessor, with a full explanation of his manner 
of proceeding in tax matters, he bade his friends 
adieu and started for St. Louis. He did not, he 
says, leave Houston iu any haste. 

HE CAME TO CHICAGO 
to live last October, and has made no secret of 
his coming or of his whereabouts. He has been 
engaged ou the Commercial Advertiser news- 
paper here as business agent, and has also at- 
tended to other maters of business, such as a 
lawyer who is a stranger in a place would be apt 
to seek. Therefore, when Sheriff Ashe met him 
yesterday, and tapped him on the shoulder with 
atriendly greeting, be was astonished, but not 
frightened, He was more surprised when that 
officer, who had beon an associate Justice with 
him in Texas, informed him that he wanted him

GO BACK TO HOUSTON 
with him to answer an indictment for forgery, 
instituted at the instaoce of Behring, and based 
on tbe alteration of his old assessment schedule. 
The Judge had no objection to returning and 
satisfying bis accusers, but he had left his old 
home on account of the partisan and angry polit- 
ical warfare which prevailed, and believed 
that under such a state of affairs he 
could not obtain a fair hearing; still he 
was ready to go at the States expense. Ashe 
had requisitions from the Governors of Texas 
and Illinois, and presented them to a police offi- 
cer, when McDonald questioned their service. 
The patrolman would not act on them because 
they were not directed to him—a Sheriff or a 
Constable only had authority, as shown by the 
document. However. at Ashe's request, he ac- 
companied them to the Central Station. Ashe 
had previously agreed with McDonald to go 
to a first-class hotel, but when he got his pris- 
oner in the station he taiked plain forgery to 
Chief-Detectuive Dixon or Supt. Rehm, and had 
McDunald roshed into a cell and locked up by 
Sim Srince before the accused could say a word. 
He was debarred the privilege of sending imme- 
diately for his wife and friends, who were 
boardi»g on West Madison street, and no op- 
portunity was given him to obtain counsel. Mr. 
Ashe got his man late in the forenoon, and pro- 


posed to 
RUSH HIM OUT 

on the train at 8 o’clock in the evening. About 
5 o'clock a gentleman attempted to procure 
counsel for him, in order that a writ of habeas 
corpus might be secured, but it was too late to 
obtain any legal process. and the prisoner, who 
was perfectly willing to go if left alone, but did 
not wish to be dragged about, made no efforts to 
secure bis liberty, which he could 
have done on making to a Judge 
the same statements he made to Tun 
Tripuye reporter last evening, as given abave. 
His wife, and a number of gentlemen friends 
were greatly distressed at his situation. but he 
begged them to remain passive, and felt conti- 
dent of his ability to fully clear himself of the 
alleged dishonorable acts while on the Bench, if 
any reasonable chancewere shown him. He has nu- 
merous prominent political friends in the South, 
and will rely on them for support if any is need- 
ed. While felt chagrined at his present situa- 
tion, he proposed to hold the Harrm County 
authorities responsible for it to the very lester 
of the law, —

Toronto, Cau., Sept. 2.-—-A few days ago the 
Reform leaders, at a grand picnic in the Niagara 
District, gave expression to the present and 
future prospects of the party, and recapitulated 
the past record, indicated future purposes, ete. 
Yesterday the leaders of the Tory party, adopt- 
ing the policy of their political opponents, were 
present at a Tory pienie in the Céunty of East 
York, held at Markham. Dr. Tupper, the Hon. 
Gibbs, of the Dominion Parliament, and the 
Hon. McCameron, and the Hon. William Mo- 
Dougall, of the Ontario Legislature, were the 
chief orators. Dr. Tupper, after eulogizing the 
acts and administration of Sir John A. Mac- 
donald, who was noticeably absent, endeavored 
to explain the defeat of the Government 
on grounds of intrigue rather than the scandal 
of thé Pacific Railway. He gave Mackenzie 
credit for being himeelf in favor of British con- 
nection, but coodemned him for being associated 
with those he (Tupper) averred were in favor 

‘of disunion. eferring to the present depres- 
sion in commercial affairs in this country, he 
said that he did not charge on the Government 
the whole responsibiliiy of that state of affairs, 
but he did allega that everything they had dove 
since they obiaimed power had teuded to that 
end. At some length he reiterated the 
charge of a combination between the 
Reform Opposition and Northern Paciiic 
Railway Company, and declared that his ty 
was out we ey simply because they ro- 
fused to sell the Canadian Pacific Line to a for- 
eign company. The Reforme’s, aided by an 
American company aud the Grand Trunk, had 
defeated the scheme of tke late Government. 
He complained that the Finance Minister had 
loaned $14,000,000 to different banks, and that 
this was done with a view to influencing the 
members of Parliament who were Directors in 
these banks. He also contended that the Hon, 
Edward Blake ought not to be in the Cabinet, 
as he was not in accord with the present Gov- 
ernment on any important measure, and charged 
bim with being desirous of changing the pres- 
ent relation between the parent State and Can- 
ada. 

The Hon. William McDougall, better known in 
Canada as Wandering’ Willie, the practical 
politician,” from his frequent political changes, 
was very eulogistic of the Tory leaders, but as- 
served that Premier Mackenzie's will governed the 
country ; asserted that the men comprising the 
present Government were incapables, and did 
not understand the constitutional principles or 
machinery of the Governmeat. He boasted that 
when he entered Parliament Mackenzie was 
writing for a mall, obscure paper in Sarnia. He 
characterized Finance Minister Cartright as an 
ass, claimed we had discredié our 
Government to have our country. He 
pext attacked the Ontario Government, 
the Legislature in which he expecta to get next 
session, and promised, God helping him, to bring 
up next session the question of an arbitrary al- 
teration of the Constitution; also a fusion of 
the courts of law and equity. * 

The meeting called to consider the question of 
the general financial depression, asserted to be 
due to the ruinous policy of the Government, 
was held last night at St. Lawrence Hall.
